T 
HE G R^A T (and undoubtedly 
bloody) battle whicft is boiling 
up from the Allied Invasion of the 
Cherbourg peninsula shows increas­ 
ing signs of becoming an exceptional 
game of wits 
between 
those 
old 
rivals of the N orth African desert, 
Field M arshal Rommel and G en­ 
eral Montgomery—two of the fast­ 
est thinking and quickest acting 
tacticians the war has produced. 
One is prone to regard all bat­ 
tles as chess games—but the rule 
doesn't hold. 
Many 
are won by 
overwhelming strength w ithout any 
finesse, as witness 
H itler’s early 
victories when he rode roughshod 
over a helpless 
Europe. 
But 
the 
battle of the peninsula will turn in 
no small degree on the acumen of 


t h o s e 
great soldiers, 
Montgomery 
and Rommel. 
Already the G erm an local coun­ 
ter-attacks are 
under 
way 
and 
there's fierce 
fighting. 
However, 
Rommel seems to be moving cau­ 
tiously. Of course, before he rushes 
a big army to the peninsula he must 
be sure th at this is 
one 
of 
the 
major 
Allied 
thrusts 
and 
not 
merely a feint to draw his fire while 
the main attack is made elsewhere. 
Still, one feels th at he’s holding 
his hand pending the m oment when 
lie ran do the most damage. 
That may account in part for the 
la < k o f Germ an air power on D-day. 
The greatly depleted Luftwaffe is 
b mg held in reserve for crucial bat­ 
tles. 
Rommel undoubtedly would like 
to get a big Allied force farther 
inla nd before his m ajor counter-

The father, a sister, Gloria, at 
home, and an older brother, Lieut 
(jg) Charles C. Gibson of the U. S

The Invasio n armies no w jo ining the final issu e o f 
the battle fo r Eu ro pe are certain o f su ccess. 
They 
have made a go o d start. Ultimate victo ry is as certain 
as anything in war can be made. Preparatio n is tire 
key to the Allies p an 
The wo rst that can happen is pro lo nged German 
resistance. Bu t Allied manpo wer, equ ipment, co ntro l 
o f the air and sea gu arantees u ltimate victo ry so o ner 
o r later, preparatio n will tell. The Germans have no 
ho pe o f victo ry; they dare ho pe o nly fo r a stalemate. 
They mo ve into the last, stage o f their lo st war 
with the lesso n o f two last campaigns fresh in their 
minds. Apparent stalemates in Ru ssia and Italy were 
bro ken by the same Allied su perio rity that no w as­ 
su res u ltimate su ccess in western Eu ro pe. 
Oi the three prime military facto rs, Germany is 
co nspicu o u sly weak in two . It canno t challenge Allied 
naval strength, and it 
canno t co ntro l the air. 
Its 1 
gro u nd fo rces are still fo rmidable, bu t they are widely 
dispersed and gro wing pro gressively weaker. The po - 
j 
tential strength o l the Allies, when it is attained, will | 
be o verwhelming 
The pro blem, no w that the spearheads o f attack j 
have been thru st fo rward, is the attainm ent o f Allied | 
po ttntial strength. Once the fu ll weight o f material | 
and manpo wer can be bro u ght to bear, 
Germany's j 
do o m is sealed. Germany mu st yield 
then to th e ! 
strength o f the military alliance it created by its chal-

lenge to the saparate members o f the alliance when 
they were weak. 
It may be said with assu rance, no w that the first 
landings have been made, that the o u tco me o f the war 
already is determined. The co ntestants are playing 
o u t the string The u ltimate decisio n was determined, 
many believe, at Stalingrad. It was fo reshado wed when 
j 
Germany co u ld no t co nqu er Britain. It was co nfirmed 
in the Italian peninsu la 
The lirst stages o f invasio n have been managed 
well, testimo ny to the excellence o f the staff planning 
and tro o p training which have been in pro gress in 
England io r so many mo nths. We are pnying and will 
co ntinu e to pay the heavy price which Germany can | 
exact fo r its advantage o f po sitio n. Bu t when we have j 
attained po sitio n, Germany mu st pay the price fo r 
o u r advantage o f manpo wer and equ lqment. 
The advantage will be widened by the assistance 
fo rthco ming fro m Eu ro pe's captive po pu latio ns, no w 
given tangible pro o f that liberatio n Ls mo re than a 
wishfu l tho u ght. "Keep yo u r faith stau nch—o u r arms 
are reso lu te-to gether we shall achieve victo ry," Gen. 
Elsenho wer has to ld the Eu ro peans. 
There lias been no single mo ment in histo ry when 
so many men o f like mind 
were u nited in co mmo n 
pu rpo se. There never has been any single pro ject o n 
which so mu ch reso lu tio n was bro u ght to fo cu s sim­ 
u ltaneo u sly The great battles o f the past either to o k 
place u nder circu mstances which o bscu red their im­ 
po rtance at the time, o r if their Impo rtance was real­ 
ized it co u ld no t be co nveyed simu ltaneo u sly to the 
po pu latio ns wit ha stake in the o u tco me. 
Histo rians will make no te o f the mo o d in which 
this u nprecedented endeavo r is u ndertaken. There is 
no celebratio n, no exu ltatio n. This is no t co nqu est, bu t 
the du ty to resist co nqu est. It is no t militarism, bu t 
determinatio n to pu nish militarists. To tlu y it is Ger­ 
many feeling the heaviest weight o f o u r blo ws; to ­ 
mo rro w it will be Japan. 
We mo u rn the co st in life and treasu re to o u rselves 
and o u r enemy. Bu t we believe that sacrifice no w will 
save lives and the dignity o f living, Inter That, to o , 
Is a so u rce o f co nfidence- the certainit-y that we fight 
fo r the right and the ability to see that o u r enemies 
are wro ng, 
ho wever well they may ratio nalize their 
wro ng decisio ns. 
There is relatively little 
that we can do here at 
ho me—the issu e no w is in the capable hands o f o u r 
fighting men. Bu t we can perfo rm o u r small services 
faithfu lly, to the best o f o u r ability. While o u r men 
are do ing so mu ch, we who m they light fo r can do no 
lass than o u r du ties we can wo rk a little harder, have 
a little mo re faith and a little mo re fo rebearance.

WASHINGTON, June 8—Secre­ 
tary of War Stimson reported to­ 
day that a recent three-day period 
of heavy fighting preceding the fall 
| of Rome cost American forces in 
Italy 2.379 casualties. 
American casualties in the Ital­ 
ian campaign from the landings 
last September to May 30 amounted 
to 57.529, Stimson said. 
Of these 9,964 were killed, 38,554 
wounded and 9,011 missing. 
From the start of the war, Army 
and Navy casualties total 217,131, 
. on increase of 10,904 since a report 
on May 25. Stimson said army cas­ 
ualties up to May 21 totaled 171,358. 
This was on increase of 10,245 since 
his previous report. 
Ol the new Army casualty total, 
28,952 were killed, 68,779 wounded, 
40,084 missing and 33,543 prisoners 
of war.
